Association  urges  the  Colorado  Cattleman's  Association  to  persuade  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  release  those  controls  for  prairie  dogs 
which  have  proved  to  be  effective,  and  to  allow  them  to  be  used  in 
strengths  which  provide  efficient  control 
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Whereas  the  Colorado  brand  law  is  necessary  to  the  ranching  industry  and, 
whereas  the  brand  law  has  proved  effective  against  rustling  and. 

Whereas  the  cost  of  executing  the  Colorado  brand  law  is  ever  increasing, 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse  Growers 
Association  support  the  Colorado  Catttleman's  Association  Brand  and  Theft 
committees  recommendation  to  leave  the  current  brand  law  and  raise  the  caps 
on  brand  inspection  to  $.40  per  head  and  a $7.50  service  charge.
